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Americans Remember Pearl Harbor 


t* W alter Lippmann points to a "Pearl Har- 
* bor complex” as the thing blocking poien- 
rtial agreem ent with Russia. Having been the

In this fram e of mind, it cannot take Rus- 
sio at its word on any promise. There exists 
;between the United States and Russia, as

; phrases it, a "crisis of trust from which ah 
'm ankind is suffering at the present juncture.” 
Mr. Lippman suggests the crisis might 'be 
broken if the United States would quit re- 
•fnem'oering Pearl Harbor singlemindedly and 
$ay attention to the reasons that Russia would 
J not try to put over a sneak punch; chiefly. 
the balance of m iliary power that would 
I m ake another Pearl Harbor foolhardy. 
He refers here to the retaliatory 
blow 
. which the United States would strike. This 
* nullifies the Pearl Harbor danger, he 
be­ 
lieves. It would be silly for the Kremlin to 
; risk such a thing, because it would be hurt- 
* mg itself. 
t 
Mr. Lippmann has overlooked two things 
.J about this country’s Pearl Harbor complex: 
I. It was silly for Japan to risk such a 
I thing, too. The weight of logic was agains* 
its Pearl Harbor attack. Had it obeyed logic, 
it would have stayed out of World War II 
and asserted domination over Asia while Rus­ 
sia and the Western Allies were busy else­ 


where. Instead, Japan obeyed an impulse of 
m ilitary insanity by starting a war it could 
not win. 
2. Russia also ‘‘remem bers Pearl Harbor.” 
Its first Pearl Harbor was Port Arthur, tar­ 
get of an earlier Japanese sneak attack in 
the Russo-Japanese war. Its second was Nazi 
Germ any’s sneak attack in Woald War II. 
Every American knows his country fights 
only in self - defense and never has waged 
a war of aggression. But not every Russian 
politician and m ilitarist knows there is no 
cause, therefore, to fear the United States, 
nor does every U.S. policy-maker know there 
is no cause, therefore, to fear Russia. 
Neither country can drop its guard while 
policy-makers in both countries “remember 
Pearl Harbor,” particularly in the United 
States, where governments are accountable 


to the people. 
It is not the United States alone that re­ 
members Pearl Harbor. Russia, too, has rea­ 
son to fear the unexpected blow struck in 
the hope of paralyzing the retaliatory power 
of a strong enemy — even when the blow 
proves by hindsight to have been an act of 
Mnsanity. 
This is why proposals for "open sky 
agreements and Arctic inspection w’ould be 
momentous. Trey would minimize fear

surprise attack, while giving each country 
assurance of the other s willingness to make 
and keep a promise.

Gold on the Hills 


Dandelions, like high-spirited children, are 
a problem only when they belong to you. lf 
they belong to someone else, there is some­ 
thing to be said in their favor. 
They are a beautiful color, especially in 
their first appearance. Gold on the hills 
against a background of spring green is 
something to see and remember. 
They are wonderfully self-sufficient, putting 
on one of nature’s best free shows without 
needing ta be planted or cultivated. If one 
is sufficiently philosophical, he can feel good 
because the other fellow’s dandelions are 
self-seeding. They never will disappear from 
their favorite haunts. 
The drawback is that they’re weeds. But 
weeds are merely things that grow out of 
place. Grass is a weed when it grows in a 
flower bed, for example. Orchids would be 
weeds if they grew unsolicited and unwanted 
in lawns. 
The way to enjoy dandelions is to think of 
them when they bloom as flowers that are in 
imminent danger of being choked out by 
grass. Later, when they go to seed, think 
of them as weeds trying to choke out the 
grass. They won’t mind. No one ever hurt a 
dandelion’s feelings.

There’s nothing like a recession 
in the United States to pep up 
world interest in gold. 
The central banks of other na­ 
tions have taken about 730 million 
dollars worth of the U.S. hoard of 
the metal since the first of the 
year. 
Gold stocks on the New York 
stock exchanges, 
and especially 
or. those in London and South Afri­ 
ca have had a flurry of buying. 
And tht perennial plea that the 
U.S. raise the price of gold has 
taken on new life, even if the ex­ 
perts see it as a forlorn hope. 
There are other reasons than 
the business slump for the Euro­ 
peans turning in dollars for gold. 
Among them: 
Better balances 
in world trade, worry over the 
Middle East as a breeding place 
for war, the U.S. easy money poli­ 
cy that raises the prices of U.S. 
Treasury issues 
while 
lowering 
their 
yield, 
and 
the 
fear 
that 
Washington 
might adopt anti-re­ 
cession measures that would re­ 
kindle inflation and make the dol­ 
lar’s purchasing power still weak­ 
er. 
There isn’t any real ron on Fort 
Knox. Its gold hoard rose by 832 
million dollars last year. That’s 
more than it has dropped this 
year, and the total is still nearly 
22 bilion dollars. This is ample to 
back the U.S. dollar with billions 
to spare. 
Bot th e recession and the pros­ 
pects of big treasury deficits make 
gold look more alluring to other 
g o v e r n m e n ts 
and to individuals 
abroad who can buy and hoard it 
—Americans can’t. 
U.S. law permits foreign central 
banks to buy gold from the Trea­ 
sury but forbids American citi­ 
zens to buy or hold it. In many 
lands foreigners can buy gold on 
the free or black m arket and 
heard it. 
And the slump with its threat of 
inflationary afterm aths adds talk­ 
ing points for those who would 
like to see the price of gold go up 
from the $35 an ounce at which 
the 
U.S. 
government 
officially 
pegs it. 
A San Antonio, Texas, invest­ 
ment banker, B. F. Pitm an Jr., is 
urging congress to raise the price 
to $100 an ounce. This would give 
the Treasury a big windfall in the

WASHINGTON WL-Democratic 
House leaders called on Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower today to compro­ 
mise his demands for reciprocal 
trade extension or risk utter rout 
for his trade program in Congess. 
In the face of building pressures 
for erection of high tariff trade 
barriers, they gave the President 
until Monday to come up with sug­ 
gestions which might soften oppo­ 
sition and give his proposals a 
realistic chance of passage. 
Meanwhile the House Ways and 
Means Committee abruptly sus­ 
pended further consideration of 
trade legislation until that time. 
The committee, in a surprise ac­ 
tion, broke off its efforts a few 
hours before Presiden Eisenhow­ 
er appealed Tuesday night for Re­ 
publican congressional support or 
his trade policies. 
While 
the 
President’s 
words 
seemed unlikely to satisfy mem­ 
bers of his own party who dis­ 
agree violently with his proposals, 
they came at a critical time in 
the rade batle on Capiol Hill. 
Speaking at a dinner for GOP 
Senate and House members, Ei­ 
senhower called world trade an 
“imperative need” not only in the 
economic war with Russia but for 
American industry as well. 
Although Eisenhower appealed 
for a unanimous support of his 
program, a majority of both Re­ 
publicans 
and

peared to be against bim in the 
House. 
The President has asked for a 
five-year extension of the year-old 
program of international trade 
agreements based on tariff and 
trade concessions.

Guarding Your Health 


By Dr. EDWIN P. JORDAN 


Middle Age Symptoms in Men 


An inquirer asks whether men 
in their early forties can have such 
a thing as change of life. He wants 
to know the symptoms. 
Fro the last eight months, he 
says, he has had feelings of de­ 
spondency, aches and pains around 
the heart and back, hot and cold 
feelings at the slightest upset. He 
has blood pounding to the head, 
flushed face, hands icy cold and 
insides tied up in knots at fan- j 
cied disasters. 
The doctors, he says, have found 
nothing physically wrong with him. I 
There is no doubt that he cor­ 
respondent is unappy. But wheth­ 
er these symptoms are the resu of 
what might be called 
a male 
change of life is highly debatable. 


If nothing plysical is found to 
account for these symptoms one 
would suspect that they have e- 
motional basis. Perhaps they are 
related to occupational, family or 
other worries. 
The hormone production of the 
male sex glands does slow up with 
advancing years. 
In men, however, this gradual 
slowing does not usually produce 
remarkable symptoms. 
Some experts strenuously object 
to the term “change of life” in 
men. 
Others believe that at least in 
some men a decrease in function­ 
ing of these glands may co rn e 
fairly rapidly and produce symp­ 
toms which justify speaking of a 


male change of life. They be­ 
lieve that men go through this 
period somewhat later than women 
do—usually between 45 and 50. 
It is claimed there may be dis­ 
comfort which is made worse by 
excitement or fatigue, bad news, 
arguments or disturbances which 
would not bother a person ordi­ 
narily. 
Some men during this time of 
life complain of restlessness and 
sleeping poorly. Numbness and 
tingling of the hands and feet has 
been reported. Headaches of var-

are 
frequent. 
The 
memory may become poorer and 
tne 
ability 
to 
concentrate 
im­ 
paired. A mild feeling of depres­ 
sion also seems to be common. 
Dizziness, palpitation 
of 
the 
heart, cold hands and feet, slight 
shortness of breath and sudd e n 
flushing of the face, neck and up­ 
per part of the chest are also 
mentioned. Easy fatiguability may
